■MORRISON ASKS 
Parole System 
Study Wanted

Sta r Sta ff Writer 
Gov. Fra nk Morrison Thursda y a sked mem bers of the 
Advisory Committee to the Depa rtm ents of Institutions a nd 
W elfa re to study the sta te’s pa role system a nd give him their 
view s on whether a ny cha nges a re needed. 
He specifica lly posed t h e 
question of whether institu­ 
tions should reta in exclusive 
jurisdiction 
o v e r 
pa rol­ 
ees with supervision of their 
pa role, or w'helher the pa ro­ 
lee should be turned over to 
the sta tewide pa role system 
deta ched from the institution 
from which he is pa roled. 
“ This is a question of pol­ 
icy which is going to ha ve 
to be ultima tely determined 
by the hea ds of the institu­ 
tions, the sta te institutiona l 
director, a nd the governor,” 
Morrison sa id, but he a dded 
tha t he wa nted to know the 
opinion of the a dvisory group. 
The sta te now ha s a com ­ 
bina tion of the two •— pa rol­ 
ees from the Boys Tra ining 
School a t Kea rney a nd Girls 
Tra ining 
School 
a t Geneva 
a re under the supervision of 
pa role officers a tta ched to the 
institutions,

a tories a re under the super­ 
vision of the sta tewide pa r­ 
ole system governed by the 
Boa rd of Pa rdons a nd Pa 
roles.

Phila delphia 0?^— Ten com ­ 
pla ints of noisy roosters were 
recorded in the na tion’s 4th 
la rgest city la st yea r a ccord­ 
ing to a report Thursda y by 
the M a yor’s Committee

Noise Aba tement. Compla ints 
were a lso ma de a bout 8 dogs, 
one ca t, one goose a nd one 
duck. 
Compla ints of a nim a l a nd 
poultry noises were 22.8% of 
the tota l, second only to in­ 
dustria l nose. 27.2%. Vehicu­ 
la r noise com pla ints w e r e 
third a t 20.7%.

La st sum m er my fa mily 
toured Nebra ska enroute to 
a nd returning from Colo­ 
ra do. 
J ust in ca se, others m ight 
profit 
from 
our 
findings, 
w e’ll pa ss on som e sugges­ 
tions, m a inly a bout ca mp- 
ing. 
While a n enjoya ble inside- 
the-sta te trip ca n be rela ­ 
tively inexpensive there ca n 
be considera ble initia l ex­ 
pense for ca m pers sta rting 
from scra tch. 
Ma in item , of course, is a 
tent — a good cotta ge-type 
tent, best suited for a fa m ­ 
ily pla nning to sta y in one 
spot for a ny length of tim e, 
ca n be purcha sed for a bout 


$50 on up — but there a re 
other necessities. 
A m o n g the importa nt 
item s a re a stove, la ntern, 
sleeping ba gs, ice box a nd 
a xe. 
Food ca n either be 
collected a hea d of the trip 
or 
a ll 
purcha sed 
on 
the 
roa d. 
In selecting a tent, it is 
best to consider (1) size of 
the fa m ily a nd (2 ) whether 
the trip is going to consist 
of 
one-night sta nds or 
a 
long stretch in one pla ce. 
R ega rdless of sa les pitches, 
it ta kes tim e to erect a nd 
pa ck a ca mp. 
For 
exa m ple, 
a 
young 
couple wa nting to visit a 
lot of pla ces would be bet­ 
ter off to get a sm a ll um ­ 
brella tent. On the 0 1 h e r 
ha nd, a la rge fa m ily which 
would require a much la rg­ 
er la yout would be better 
off to a im for one spot a nd 
sta y there for a few da ys— 
ra ther tha n spending h a l f 
the morning a nd ha lf the 
a fternoon loa ding up 
a nd 
unpa cking. 
Wide Price Ra nge 
Depending on ta stes a nd 
fa m ily 
size, 
equipment 
prices ha ve a wide ra nge. 


Our 
tota l 
investnient 
is 
a bout $300, but the equip­ 
m ent ha s been purcha sed 
over a long period of tim e. 
There a re different m eth­ 
ods of obta ining ba sic sup­ 
plies, too. One wa y is to 
join a nother a nd split costs. 
And there need not be a ny 
perma nent investm ent since 
most a lm ost a ll types of 
ca m ping equipment ca n be 
rented. 
Another thing to consider 
is 
tra nsporta tion. 
Some 
fa m ilies p r e f e r ha uling 
a tra iler—which ca n either 
be purcha sed, built or rent­ 
ed—while others use sta tion 
wa gons or ca rs with top 
ca rriers. 
Question: Where?

outburst of racial

At Hand 


That which y ou hav e for the ask ing, y ou 
generally tak e for granted and su ch might 
b e the case with the p eop le of the United 
States and their edu cational sy stem, if we 
can b eliev e the p rogram for Sou th Ameri­ 
can dev elop ment p resented to memb ers of 
the American Society of Newsp ap er Edi­ 
tors. Sp eak ing at the annu al conv ention in 
historic New Orleans, the gov ernor of the 
state of Gu anab ara, Brazil, Carlos Lacerda, 
p laced p ractically comp lete reliance u p on 
edu cation. 
He made no sp ecial p lea for U.S. aid, al­ 
thou gh noting that it was needed in some 
areas. Aside from ou r 
failu re to tak e Sou th 
America seriou sly and 
ou r changing hot and 
cold attention to t h e 
Latin cou ntries, he had no p articu lar criti­ 
cisms of this nation. What he said in effect 
was that the salv ation of Sou th America 
lies in the edu cation of its y ou ng p eop le. He 
noted that half the p op u lation of Sou th 
.America does not k now how to read and 
that there are only fou r p ersons with a col­ 
lege degree for ev ery 10,000 with little or 
no schooling, at all. And this is in a land 
where one half the p op u lation is of school 
age. The gov ernor had only one warning 
for u s that the final op p ortu nity to do some­ 
thing in Sou th America is at hand. If the 
op p ortu nity is missed, he let it b e k nown, 
the Latin nations will go the way of China 
which was lost b ecau se of the failu re of 
free men to see the p romise that she held 
and the u nderstanding that she demanded. 
To “ cap tiv ate” Latin America for free­ 
dom, said Gov ernor Lacerda, “high p rior­ 
ity in edu cation is not only the nob lest in­ 
v estment b u t it is also the most p ractical 
from a p olitical p oint of v iew. I do not re­ 
fer to the slow p rocess of p assing sev eral 
generations throu gh formal schooling. I re­ 
fer to the immediate concentration, within 
the nex t y ear or two, of edu cational facili­ 
ties emp hasizing v ocational training and 


those at the lower end of ou r economic 
scale. 
We mu st deal with these p rob lems in 
ou r own nation or we will su ffer u ntold 
hardship as a resu lt of their ex istence. 
Some effect is inev itab le from this cau se 
and the same thing is tru e of the hav e-not 
nations of the world. These nations hav en’t 
y et fou nd the answer b u t they hav e discov ­ 
ered the ex istence of a p rob lem. They do 
not fu lly u nderstand what it means to b e 
free, to hav e a high standard of liv ing and 
to enjoy life, b u t they k now that this ex ists 
and they want it for themselv es. 
The 100 million illiterate Sou th .Americans 
are not so illiterate that they hav e failed 
to see the way of life which has p assed 
them b y . They do not intend that it shall 
b e this way forev er. They fu lly intend for 
the day to come when they , too, or their 
children, at least, shall enjoy some of the 
comforts and rewards of life that hav e 
b een so mu ch a p art of other segments of 
Western civ ilization.

What the gov ernor has in mind is an ed­ 
u cational sy stem which will immediately 
enab le millions of Latin Americans to mak e 
a liv ing for themselv es withou t, as he say s, 
going to work for the gov ernment. It shou ld 
not b e difficu lt for u s to u nderstand the 
imp ortance of the edu cational sy stem ab ou t 
which the gov ernor has sp ok en. If we hav e 
learned any thing b y now, we shou ld hav e 
learned that change is sweep ing the face of 
the earth. Gone forev er are the p eop le 
who are content to ex ist in a faceless m an­ 
ner u p on the earth, to toil for nothing all 
of their liv es and to p ass on nothing to the 
generation which will follow them. This is 
tru e ev en in ou r owm cou ntry where we 
face the p rob lems of minority grou p s and 


Op p ression can come in many forms b u t 
in whatev er way it p resents itself, it al­ 
way s ends in the same way —rev olu tion. It 
doesn’t hav e to b e a rev olu tion in which 
men enforce what they b eliev e at gu np oint. 
Bu t 
it can b e this way as has b een shown 
in one nation after another in Sou th Amer­ 
ica and is on the v erge of b eing shown in 
the largest and richest nation of all, Brazil. 
The imp ortant thing to these p eop le is 
not whether what they do has a lab el of 
democracy or commu nism on it, b u t that 
it has a lab el of op p ortu nity . Bu t, y ou 
might say , commu nism has only the lab el 
of slav ery , not op p ortu nity . The only trou ­ 
b le with this is that many p eop le in Sou th 
America do not recognize it. 
The longing of these p eop le is su ch that 
they rely on p romises in the ab sence of 
fact or action. Thu s, if 
they are not p rov ided 
with the 
tools of de­ 
mocracy , t he y will 
willingly try the way s 
of Sov iet Ru ssia, not b ecau se they are con­ 
v inced this is a b etter way b u t b ecau se it 
ap p ears to b e the only way op en to them. 
This can b e changed if the p eop le are giv ­ 
en an edu cational sy stem that will op en 
their minds to the real meaning of free­ 
dom and at least a minimu m of freedom’s 
op p ortu nities. It is for this reason that the 
edu cation ab ou t which the gov ernor sp ok e 
is so imp ortant. 
This is why he u rged that we not p rov ide 
foreign aid withou t some strings and with­ 
ou t recognizing it as a means or hop e of 
achiev inf democratic forms of gov ernment. 
To the degree that this nation can assist 
Sou th America in the estab lishment of edu ­ 
cational facilities, we will find a work ing

Only b itter 
selfishness and resentment 
that this Man who claimed 
to b e the Messiah cou ld not 
sav e Himself, and His two 
comp anions along with Him.

Jesu s was ready with for­ 
giv eness ev en in the final 
hou r of His earthly life. It

Bu t the b ad thief did not 
ask for that k ind of salv a­ 
tion. And thu s he closed 
the door on ev erlasting life.

“It is v ery difficu lt for u s 
girls to get m arried any ­ 
way ,” ex p lained M i y ok o, 
who, ex cep t for her scarred 
ey e, is not u nattractiv e. “The 
girls are consciou s of their 
disfigu rement, and there is 
a high incidence of m iscar­ 
riage among b omb su rv iv ors. 
Also many women who hav e 
su rv iv ed giv e b irth to small­ 
headed b ab ies.

W A S H IN G T O N -P resi- 
dent Kennedy c l o s e d his 
q u arrel with Big Steel in the 
b est Easter sp irit. 
He foreswore ill will, p ro­ 
fessed himself 
mindfu l 
of 
steel’s needs and called on 
Congress to enact the tax 
incentiv es which will help 
modernize its p lants. This 
p u b lic commitment will help 
to rev iv e the 
lagging tax 
b ill which still has a harsh 
gamu t to ru n in a sharp ly 
div ided Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
Noticeab ly , t he President 
did not su ggest calling off 
the grand ju ry which is in­ 
v estigating the sp eed 
with 
which v ariou s b ig steel con­ 
cerns followed the lead of 
U.S. Steel in raising p rices. 
That t he y climb ed 
down 
ev en faster may tak e some 
of the heat ou t of the in­ 
q u iry b u t does not dim the

tru st laws. 


The President’s acts were 
graciou s, 
b u t his manner 
was tense and ev en cu rt. 
The only lau ghter he p ermit­ 
ted himself was ov er the 
idea of any one sp ringing to 
d e f e nd the constitu tional 
rights of rep orters who were 
awak ened in the middle of 
the ni ght .

Some play­ 
ers tend to avoid bidding 
such suits in response. They 
usually do this for one of two 
reasons. First, they consider 
the suit non-biddable because 
of its weakness. Second, they 
are under the impression 
that the response of a spade 
promises more than the re­ 
sponse of a notrump. 
They are wrong on both 
counts. Any five-card suit is 
biddable regardless of tex­ 
ture. Also, the response of 
one in a suit promises no 
more than 6 points, though 
it may, of course, be based 
on a much better hand.
